Manager in order to reduce bottle-necks and ensure smooth operation 
of the municipality; and report be submitted to Council on quarterly 
basis of any transfers made during the financial year. 

(d) That transfer of funds from capital budget should be approved by the 
municipal manager through consultation with the mayor.
